Social services 
‘split up family' 
over child’s rash

A MOTHER has spoken out 
after a hospital visit ended 
with her partner being ac¬ 
cused of abuse and the fam¬ 
ily torn apart. 

fasmine Yates, 20, and 
Kevin Gardiner, 31, from 
Haverhill, took one-year-old 
Amara to West Suffolk Hos¬ 
pital over concerns about a 
rash on her leg. 

But prior to any tests being 
run, social services and the 
police arrived and accused 
Kevin of abuse, separating 
him from fasmine, Amara, 
and her half-sister Gene¬ 
vieve, who was 10-days-old 
at the time. 

fasmine said: “It’s been 
hard and emotionally drain¬ 
ing for us all. I knew there 
was something wrong with 
my daughter and it just felt 
like no-one was listening. 

She said: “It started so in¬ 
nocently. I got Amara out of 
bed to change her nappy and 
noticed a rash on her thigh. 

“I took her to the doctor 
and he said we should go to 
the hospital and sent me out 
to the waiting room while he 
made the phone call. “ 

According to fasmine and 
Kevin, as soon as they ar¬ 
rived at the hospital on fune 
29, staff treated them with 
suspicion and suggested the 
mark on their daughter’s leg 
was a burn. 

They said it took 24 hours 
to run tests which bred more 
worry and frustration. 

fasmine said: “After the 
hospital said it was a burn 
they said we had to stay the 
night. I could stay with Am¬ 
ara but Kevin was told he 
had to go home and would 
have to come back in the 
morning with our 10-day- 
old daughter so she could be 
checked over.” 

The following day, so¬ 
cial services and police be¬ 
came involved as well as a 
skin specialist who fasmine 
claimed was adamant Am- 


ara’s mark was not a rash or 
skin infection despite a swab 
being taken only seconds be¬ 
fore social services arrived. 

fasmine said Kevin was 
immediately separated from 
his family and was not al¬ 
lowed to say goodbye to her 
or the two children. 

Rowan Procter, executive 
chief nurse at West Suffolk 
NHS Foundation Trust, said: 
“We are sorry to hear of the 
distress Ms Yates and her 
family are feeling, and would 
encourage Ms Yates to log 
any concerns formally with 
our patient experience team. 

“The protection of chil¬ 
dren is of utmost importance 
to the trust, and we have rig¬ 
orous processes in place to 
ensure potentially vulnera¬ 
ble children are safeguarded 
from harm. We apologise for 
any unnecessary stress that 
may have been caused.” 

The family were separated 
for more than a week. 

Kevin told the News he had 
to take time off work while 
the issue was being resolved 
because he found himself 
struggling emotionally. 

fasmine said: “It was so 
upsetting. We just wanted 
our family together and to 


enjoy time with Amara and 
our new baby. “ 

After a week the hospital 
rang to confirm the mark 
on Amara’s leg was a skin 
infection. The couple say 
they received no apology 
from the hospital. Kevin was 
then allowed to return to his 
family. 

Kevin said: “I was just over 
the moon. I thought I might 
never see them again.” 

However, for reasons the 
family still do not know, so¬ 
cial services remained in¬ 
volved until last week. 

A spokesman for Suffolk 
County Council said: “We 
have a statutory duty to 
follow its child protection 
procedures when such con¬ 
cerns are raised. This is par¬ 
ticularly important when we 
receive any referral from a 
specialist consultant within 
a local health authority. 

“We discussed the situa¬ 
tion with the family at the 
time who understood that 
we were following our statu¬ 
tory duties and we conclud¬ 
ed our involvement when we 
received further information 
from the health authority 
following their initial diag¬ 
nosis.”

‘The worst part is not being able 
to give my daughter a cuddle’

A YOUNG mum paralysed 
from the neck down in a ter¬ 
rifying New Year’s Day crash 
is desperate to cuddle her 
daughter again. 

Toni Easson was just 22 
when she was paralysed 
from the neck down after her 
car spun out of control on 
black ice and crashed into 
a house in Shetland Road, 
Haverhill. 

Toni now requires around 
the clock care, and is con¬ 
fined to a wheelchair, only 
able to move her head. 

The 29-year-old said: 
“Don’t get me wrong I love 
my family dearly, but I would 
probably have given up 
without my daughter. 

“I feel like I’ve been 
through hell and back. It’s 
been a journey. I wouldn’t 
have been able to walk, well 
roll, without her.” 

Toni was always active 
before her accident in 2010, 
a regular gym goer who 
played for the local woman’s 
football team and was busy 
chasing after a four-year-old. 

She says the accident 
turned her life upside down. 

Toni said: “I was only going 
at 30mph when it happened. 

“I was so independent, 
lived on my own, had my 
daughter, went to the gym, 
played football and was al¬ 
ways out and about. Then 
suddenly it was taken away 

“I need to get up and fight, 
push myself, otherwise 
there’s no point.”

In the aftermath of the ac¬ 
cident, Toni’s heart stopped 
three times on the way to Ad- 
denbrooke’s, she was placed 
in an induced coma, put on 
a ventilator and her family 
were told she would never be 
able to breathe on her own 
again after she had a com¬ 
plete C4 spinal break. 

“I woke up three weeks af¬ 
ter. 

“Since then I’ve just tried 
to get on with it, be a mum 
for my daughter, Scarlett, 
she had only just turned four 
when this happened.” 

The crash had also caused 
damage to Toni’s oesopha¬ 
gus meaning she was unable 
to talk as well as breathe. 

“It was hard after the ac¬ 
cident being told I would be 
on a ventilator for the rest of 
my life. I thought ‘no, I’m not 
going to be. I’m going to get 
off that’ and I did within two 
months. 

Now, seven years later, 
Toni is determined to beat 
the odds again and regain 


the use of her arms enough 
to hug Scarlett, now 11. 

Toni said: “My goal now 
is to get the use of my arms 
back. I can’t cuddle my 
daughter, that’s the worst 
part about all of this. 

“My family had to help her 
learn how to read a book and 
tie her laces that for me were 
such important moments as 
a mum.” 

Toni is hoping that special¬ 
ised physio treatment, which 
costs £82.50 per session, 
can help her regain enough 
strength in her arms that she 
can achieve her dream of 
hugging Scarlett. 

She said: “If I had money I 
would go all the time but I’m 
not rich. I get some benefits 
and that’s it. I’ve got bills to 

pay.” 

From the limited sessions 
Toni has managed she be¬ 
lieves it’s worth continuing if 
she can find funding. 

Toni added: “I have had 
some good feedback from 
a few sessions. One of the 
physios said he could feel I 
was doing something, my 
body was trying to move. 
If I really concentrate I can 
sometimes push forward.” 

In the future, Toni hopes to 
be able to travel to America 
for an experimental treat¬ 
ment called epidural stimu¬ 
lation, where doctors place 
a chip in the spine to con¬ 
tinuously stimulate with an 
electric current, but it costs 
$60,000.

“I previously only existed, now I am 
living and, for the first time in my life, 
feel radiant.” 

She added: “My health has im¬ 
proved 100 per cent-my mobility has 
improved greatly and I can now cycle, 
do bounce classes and circuit train¬ 
ing. My doctor is absolutely thrilled 
with how well I have done. 

“I am a new woman and I am now 
able to join in with everything instead 
of just watching.” 

She has no special tips but instead 
puts her success down to the support 
of her fellow slimmers and her con¬ 
sultant Jo, who kept her motivated to 
exercise and eat healthily. 

Following her huge success in drop¬ 
ping the pounds Anita was awarded 
Regional Woman for the Year, beating 
58,000 fellow members. 

Anita will be representing the East 
of England in the National Semi Final 
in Derbyshire on October 1, hopefully 
to go on to the National Final in Bir¬ 
mingham in November.

Anger at state 
of ‘dangerous’ 
roads and paths

DEEP crevices in the roads, massive potholes 
and dangerous pavements are all contribut¬ 
ing to outrage at the condition of Haverhill 
streets. 

More complaints about the roads and 
pavements came after a woman fell on the 
High Street in Haverhill and had to cancel 
a holiday after breaking a bone because of 
“dangerous” pavement conditions. 

Graeme Gee, who lives in Downs Crescent, 
said: “The pavements are not safe, in places, 
for those aged, those with mobility scooters 
and walkers. The pavements are a mixture of 
level pavers and shattered concrete pieces. 

“The road surfaces have many potholes, 
gaping cracks that run from side to side of 
the Crescent roadway.” 

Mr Gee continued: “Many long-term resi¬ 
dents tell me they can’t remember last time 
work was done on the road surfaces or path¬ 
ways.” 

Mr Gee added: “Our neighbour had a fall 
and broke her collar bone. Her granddaugh¬ 
ter has had a near serious fall from a scooter 
because of the poor surface.” 

In a letter to the News , another reader said 
many areas of the pavement were uneven or 
loose, and she has called on the council to 
fix the issues immediately. 

Responding to the latest accusations of 
unsafe roads and pavements, a spokesman 
for Suffolk County Council said: “Roads and 
footways in Suffolk are inspected regularly

and any defects found which meet our cri¬ 
teria for repair are made safe whilst perma¬ 
nent repairs are arranged and completed.” 

Another resident, Karen Fletcher, report¬ 
ed on Facebook: “I also fell just in front of St 
Mary’s Church, chipped a bone in my an¬ 
kle, reported to the council but got an email 
saying they had looked but didn’t think it 
was dangerous. The slab was raised by a 1/4 
inch.” 

Under the council’s highways procedures 
it will only intervene and repair roads or 
pavements once they meet certain criteria. 

A Suffolk County Council spokesman add¬ 
ed: “We are aware of some defects in Downs 
Crescent and the High Street which do not 
currently meet our published criteria for ur¬ 
gent repairs. 

“However, these are being considered for 
future resurfacing. 

“While we carry out regular highways in¬ 
spections, we also rely on reports from the 
public to put us in the best possible position 
to be able to respond quickly and effectively 
to highway issues. 

“We welcome all feedback from residents 
and encourage people to report any high¬ 
ways related concerns to us via the council’s 
highways reporting tool which can be found 
at www.suffolk.gov. uk/highways.”

Have prices 
been doubled? 

WE have just been to the North 
West Development between 
the Huntingdon and Madingley 
Roads which is now known as the 


Eddington Centre. 

The development itself is 
impressive. 

The property there is geared 
towards housing academics from the 
university. 

There is a percentage that will 
be sold to the general public. For 
example, two-bedroomed flats 
will be offered as will be four-bed, 
detached houses.

Hospital ‘sorry’ 
for operating on 
the wrong patient

A HOSPITAL has publicly 
apologised after a blunder 
which saw staff operate on 
the wrong patient. 

The ‘never event’ - so 
named because they should 
never happen - occurred 
At the West Suffolk Hospi¬ 
tal in Bury St Edmunds in 
March when the patient had 
the wrong procedure per¬ 
formed. 

The patient suffered no ill 
effects but the hospital has 
not revealed what caused 
the mistake to happen now 
the investigation into the in¬ 
cident has finished. 

Rowan Procter, chief nurse 
at West Suffolk NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust, said: “Very dis¬ 
appointingly, a ‘never event’ 
occurred in March relating 
to an outpatient procedure.”

“Although no harm was 
caused to the patient in¬ 
volved, we immediately un¬ 
dertook a robust and thor¬ 
ough investigation. This has 
now been completed and 
steps have been taken to en¬ 
sure as far as possible that 
this doesn’t happen again.” 

She added: “We take in¬ 
cidents like this very seri¬ 


ously, as we support the phi¬ 
losophy that they are wholly 
preventable. Patient safety 
remains our top priority and 
we work with staff to contin¬ 
ually improve our processes 
and procedures. 

“We have apologised to 
the patient involved, and 
are grateful for their co¬ 
operation and involvement 
throughout the investiga¬ 
tion process.” 

The same report which re¬ 
vealed the ‘never event’ also 
detailed nine other serious 
incidents which included 
two unavoidable or unex¬ 
pected deaths, one the re¬ 
sult of a trip, slip or fall and 
the other in maternity; six 
were classed as threatening 
the ability/quality of health 
care services, including five 
norovirus outbreaks which 
closed wards at the hospital, 
and another incident where 
serious harm was caused to 
a patient.

‘No plans to take control 
of fire services’ says PCC 


THE Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Tim Passmore has 
announced that he will not be 
pursuing plans to take control 
of Suffolk Fire and Rescue Ser¬ 
vice. 

Earlier this year Mr Pass- 
more commissioned an inde¬ 
pendent review to assist his 
decision making. This review 
concluded there was insuf¬ 
ficient evidence to suggest 
a governance change at this 
point would be clearly in the 
interests of economy efficien¬ 
cy, and effectiveness; or public 
safety. 

Mr Passmore said: “From 
the out-set I said I would only 
consider taking over the gov¬ 
ernance of Suffolk’s fire ser¬ 
vice if it provided clear benefit 
to the county’s taxpayers. 

“Following an extensive op¬ 
tions appraisal process, it is 
clear that the benefit from a 
change of governance is un¬ 
likely to be significant, so I feel 
it is sensible not to take this 
any further for the foreseeable 
future.

“I am very satisfied that PA 
consulting, who carried out 
the review, has considered all 
the risks and benefits of this 
potential change of govern¬ 
ance. Their thorough report 
highlights some benefits but 
not enough to make a change 
in governance worthwhile.” 

There was provision for 
three new governance options 
for fire. The representation 
model and single employer 
options were not considered 
by the consultants to deliver 
sufficient benefits or be viable. 

This left two viable options 
- no change, or the govern¬ 
ance model, in which a new 
Fire and Rescue Service en¬ 
tity would be created and gov¬ 
erned by the PCC. 

Mr Passmore added: “Suf¬ 
folk Constabulary and Suf¬ 
folk Fire and Rescue Service 
(SFRS) are both relatively low 
cost services and while I un¬ 
derstand the medium-term 



financial position of SFRS is 
protected, the longer-term 
position is less clear. 

“It would be foolhardy for 
me to make such a major 
change to the governance of 
the fire service while this un¬ 
certainty exists. 

“At this point, I think my 
main focus needs to be on the 
challenges the constabulary 
faces and making sure we de¬ 
liver the best possible policing 
for Suffolk’s tax payers.” 


The Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner will continue to 
work closely with Suffolk 
County Council and SFRS to 
identify further collaboration 
opportunities. 

The two services share eight 
joint facilities in Suffolk, with 
stations operating in Sax- 
mundham, Felixstowe, Wood- 
bridge, Ixworth, Elmswell, 
Debenham, Framlingham 
and Clare. Work has started 
on the joint station in New¬ 
market and there are plans for 
further joint stations in Bec- 
cles, Feiston and Stowmarket 
along with some further shar¬ 
ing opportunities of functions 
in Ipswich. 

“Despite my decision not 
to change the governance ar¬ 
rangements at this stage this 
does not mean we will not 
continue to look at every op¬ 
portunity for deeper joint 
working and collaboration be¬ 
tween our two organisations 
to improve service delivery 
and obtain better value for 
money for taxpayers in Suf¬ 


folk,” Mr Passmore said. 

“The next step for my team 
is to meet with the Chief Con¬ 
stable, the cabinet member for 
public protection, Cllr Mat¬ 
thew Hicks and his Chief Fire 
Officer and agree how we will 
take the recommendations of 
this report forward together.” 

Cllr Matthew Hicks, Suffolk 
County Council cabinet mem¬ 
ber for environment and pub¬ 
lic protection, said, “In Suffolk 
we have really been pushing 
ahead with blue light collabo¬ 
ration between our fire and 
rescue service and the police, 
working together and with the 
sharing of fire and police sta¬ 
tions. In fact we’re held up na¬ 
tionally for it. 

“Suffolk County Council 
and the fire and rescue service 
have been heavily involved in 
this process and feel strongly 
that regardless of governance 
arrangements, we will contin¬ 
ue to work closely and share 
resources so that we can con¬ 
tinue to keep people in Suffolk 
safe.”

EW cars turn heads like the 
Toyota C-HR. Its dramatic styling 
hints at something special - and 
it is, mostly. 

The latest Toyota offering in the 
compact SUV sector, where the 
company was solely represented 
with the RAV4, could not be more 
different from its stablemate. 

There is a good 11 -model line-up 
in the C-HR (Coupe High Rider) 
range, utilising three trim levels, 
front or all-wheel drive and 1.2 
petrol or 1.8 petrol and electric 
motor. 

We previously drove the 120hp 
1.8 hybrid C-HR which was slower 
but more economical thanks to its 
advanced powertrain, so we opted 
for the companion 1.2 turbo-petrol 
for this evaluation, although they 
both used continuously variable 
transmission and had front wheel 
drive only. 

The 1.2 litre petrol engine is 
typical of today's units and has been 
optimised for performance with 
parsimonious petrol consumption, 
and we returned a regular figure 
over 40mpg without any particular 
effort. 

It pulled well for such a small 
engine in a car weighting about 1.4 
tonnes but the combination of the 
continuously variable transmission 
and the limited capacity available 
meant it had to work hard if there 
were a couple of passengers and 
this was reflected in the economy 
overall. 

The steering did not have a sharp 


feel to its action but it was always 
smooth, needed little effort and 
displayed a good turning circle and 
no vibration at speed. 

Access is good to the front, 
slightly more restricted into the back 
because of the roofline, but once 
seated the comfort is adequate for 
four so long as they are not too 
long-legged in the back. 

Heating and ventilation is good 
throughout and the oddments room 
is a bit challenging but reasonable, 
which is what might also be written 
of the boot space, which seems a 
bit too small in this family runabout 
model. 

For a family car it's well equipped 
to keep occupants safe and reduce 
likely accidents from parking 
incidents or nose to tail touches in 
queues. 

You have quite good vision to 
front and sides, big wipers and very 
good headlights but you do need 
to be careful reversing as the high 
tail and wide rear pillars can hide 
pedestrians and obstacles and you 
cannot rely on any technology to be 
entirely foolproof. 

On the open road it performs 
well, responding to accelerator, 
brakes and steering with precision 
and power so you're never left 
wondering if something will work. 

Perhaps the 1.2 T automatic C-HR 
will not be the best seller in the 
series, but it's a good performer on 
the road and possibly what a lot of 
drivers want. The looks you don't 
have to pay more for.

If ever any proof was needed that 
the Korean car maker has come on in 
leaps and bounds over recent years, 
then the success story in the Land of 
the Long White Cloud, as New Zealand 
is affectionately known, is the ultimate 
proof. 

In a country where the pick-up truck 
is the go-to vehicle for its hard-working 
and practical approach to life along with 
go-anywhere capabilities, it's the Kia 
Spoilage that is gaining all the attention 
and grabbing the headlines among the 
car-driving populous. 

And it has now reached the heady 
heights of being New Zealand's best¬ 
selling passenger car. 

That's a status the company is very 
proud of, as Todd McDonald, general 
manager, Kia Motors New Zealand, 
explained: "The Kia Spoilage has 
won a special place in the hearts of 
New Zealand motorists, thanks to the 
combination of stylish good looks, 
performance, economy, excellent 
passenger space and comfort - it's an 
incredibly competitive vehicle.

During my visit, I was driving the 
Spoilage EX 2.4 model with petrol 
engine and all-wheel-drive - an engine 
we don't get in the UK where the 
Spoilage comes either with a 1.6-litre 
petrol or 1.7 and 2.0-litre diesels. 

Although diesel is much cheaper at 
the pumps than petrol in New Zealand, 
there is an additional charge to drivers. 

Petrol prices range from NZ$1.97 
per litre to NZ$2.06 for premium fuel, 
which equates to about £1.12 to £1.17, 
depending on the rate of exchange. 

Diesel is priced much lower at 
NZ$1.29, which would be just 73p 
per litre, but then there is a Road User 
Charge (RUC) that must be purchased 
in advance. 

This is based on the number of 
kilometres a vehicle travels. RUC is 
levied on a graduated scale, based 
on the weight of the vehicle, so light 
passenger vehicles pay a small amount 
per kilometre and large 50-tonne trucks 
pay a large sum. 

Heavier vehicles pay more because 
they are deemed to cause more 
damage to roads. 

However, even though diesel 
passenger vehicles pay the least, it 
works out similar to the cost of petrol 
for most small cars and SUVs, when the 
RUC and fuel costs are added together. 

Anyway, there was no need for me to 
be concerned about mileage, as I was 
in a petrol-driven vehicle, and the first 
thing I noticed about the car was the 
number plate. How cool is it to drive 


a Spoilage around with a registration 
plate that reads KIA121. 

Our car was priced at NZ$41,990 
(plus on-road costs) which equates to 
£23,870 and it was certainly a head- 
turner, thanks to its distinctive tiger-nose 
grille, sweeping light clusters with LED 
daytime running lights, a sculpted 
bonnet, low roofline, chiselled rear 
end and smart 18in alloys. Move inside 
the five-door model and the interior 
is equally impressive, with an ultra¬ 
modern, clutter-free cabin and oodles 
of technology to explore. 

There are lots of soft-touch surfaces, 
and the dashboard is horizontal in its 
layout. 

The upper section houses the 7in 
colour touchscreen and the lower 
part, referred to as the control area, is 
where all controls for the sound system 
and climate control are located. Other 
features on the test car included leather 
upholstery, heated seats, dual-zone 
air conditioning, a six-speaker sound 
system, reversing camera and parking 
sensors. 

Obviously, storage space was of 
paramount importance, as we were 
constantly on the move, and I can 
happily report back that the Spoilage 
has a boot big enough to swallow two 
huge suitcases, a couple of daypacks, 
coats and the usual supplies of snacks 
and refreshments - and that's before 
you explore the numerous storage 
options scattered throughout the cabin, 
including a good-sized glovebox, door 
pockets and practical cup holders. 

As our visit coincided with the 
beginning of winter, it was reassuring 
to know we had all-wheel-drive 


capabilities, even though the worst side 
of Mother Nature we saw was a few 
minutes of sleet and some unthawed 
overnight frost at the side of the road. 

That said, it did rain lots, and there 
was a fair amount of surface water at 
times, but nothing that troubled the 
Spoilage. 

When it comes to the Spoilage's 
performance, it was difficult to find 
fault. The acceleration was smooth 
through the six-speed automatic 
gearbox, the road-holding was assured, 
the steering precise and there was no 
sign of body roll into corners. 

The cabin was well-insulated against 
engine, road and wind noise, and 
the highly-efficient suspension system 


ironed out any bumpy surfaces, which 
to be fair, were few and far between. 

The fuel gauge did drop quite quickly 
if I were to be particularly picky, and the 
car has an official mpg of 33.2mpg with 
carbon emissions of 199g/km, but that 
was my only minor gripe. 

And as one would expect, the 
Kia Spoilage is packed with safety 
specifications and scored highly in New 
Zealand's equivalent to Euro NCAP 
testing, called ANCAR 

The Spoilage is a perfect car to travel 
round a country like New Zealand, 
and we felt completely lost when we 
handed it back and had to choose 
between public transport and walking 
for our last couple of days.
